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FRUIT MARKETING. 


POSITION OF TRADE IN 
ENGLAND. 


The Ministry of Agriculture has 
just prepared a Report on Fruit 
Marketing in Engiand and: Wales 
which supplies home producers with 
a comprehensive survey of methods 
of marketing, together with sug: 
gestions as to how further trade 
may be captured (states: “Country 
Life.”) Since the war there have 
been many attempts to popularise 
fruit-growing as a means of aug- 
menting incomes on small holdings, 
but, ao far; to judge by the acreage 
figures, there has been very little 


response, In 1914 the total urea of 
orchards in England and Wales 
amounted to 243,112 acres, com- 


pared with 238,081 in 1925; while 
the total.area of amall fruits( which 
includes strawberries, raspberries, 
currants and  gooseberries) was 
77,358 acres in 1914, as against 
68,352 aeres in 1925. 

This decline in acreage can hard- 
ly be called satisfactory, On the 
other hand, the public are certainly 
growing to realise that good health 
is very closely associated: with the 
consumption of an abundance of 
good frult. Toa certnin extent the 
price of fruit, no doubt, has an in- 
fluence on public demand, but the 
increased consumption of fruit per 
heud of population is, in some cases, 
very marked, Thus, in 1908, the 
consumption of apples par head of 
population in Great Britain owas 
16lb., whereas in 1925 it had risen 
to 3L.11b,, or nearly twice the quan; 
tity, . Tomatoes, bananas, tinned 
and bottled fruits, preserved with 
sugar, and dried fruits, have also 
shown’ material increases in the 
total supplies consumed, Fluctua- 
tions occur from time to time as the 
result of seasonal factors, but the 
trade is growing and there is room 
for more homegrown produce, It 
is - essential, however, that home 
production showld be run on well 
organised lines. 

Rural Industries, 

The vast importance of method 
and organisation to our rural indus- 
tries has been frequently emphasis- 
ed, The ‘authors of this 
Report do well to remind 
producers that the most important 
aim in successful production is to 
please the consumer, And if that 
object is put in the forefront, ‘it 
necessarily follows that no stone 
will be left unturned to meet the 
requirements of. those who handle 
the produce on its way from the 
farm to the market. Those who 
have, in the past, succeeded in any 
branch of industry have done so 
largely by their observance of these 
rules. Unfortunately, they are not 
always taken seriously enough by 
present-day practitioners of fruit 
production. Once again we have 
to admit that the marketing me- 
thods. of produce importers are 
higher ‘than those of our own pro- 
ducers, Standardisation is natur- 
ally, of the utmost’ importance; 
though it is rendered more difficult 
when, as so often happens, pro- 
ducers have only sma) lots to offer. 
As a means of overcoming this diffi- 
culty, it has been suggested. that 
common collecting centres should be 
agreed upon, where the produce of 
many growers can be brought to- 
gether, graded, packed ‘and sold 
under one management, There is 
scope, in short, for the application 
of co-operative marketing such as 
obtains among growers in other 
countries, Perhaps one of the great 
advantages to be derived from sucn 
co-operation is that standard grades 
not only become possible but they 
can become well-known to the pur- 
chasing housewife, and deliberately 
sought after by her. This is quits 
a well-known factor at the present 
time in connection with the market- 
ing of certain brands of tinned 
fruits, as well aa of imported fresh 
fruits. There is undoubtedly 
plenty of scope for home-producers 
to enter the markets with standard 
brands, and to a considerable extent 
ua fact has been already recognis- 
ed, , 

Grading. 

The case for grading is beyond 
cuvil. Its primary ‘object. is to 
separate amall, damaged and 
diseased fruit from that which ig 
sound, and further to arrange 
fruits into groups which are alike, 
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FINANCE. 


within cloae limits, in variety, 


manturity, soundness, colour, size, 
weight and flavour, Grading ‘also 
effects another purpose, by prevent- 
ing undue waste for bulk samples 
sent in to'market without grading 
cose at every staye. Freights are 
proportionately heavier, sinee the 
value of the bulk sample fa always 
vonsiderably lower; while the pre- 
sence of diseased fruits causes 
further damage in samples... Re- 
ference is made in ‘the Report to 
the dishonest practice. of “top- 
ping.” This refers to. the placing 
of good quality fruit at ‘the top of 
the ‘package, while that concealed 
beneath is of inferior quality. No 
goad ‘purpose, however, can be 
served by dishonesty of this kind, 
nnd it would never be. for a mo- 
ment tolerated under a standardiz- 
ing scheme of marketing. Again, 
the subject of packing deserves far 
more attention than it hay receiv- 
ad, When one is dealing with 
graded samples, it becomes possible, 
to introduce method into the busi- 
ness of packing, which, as the Re- 
port indicates, is an art in itself. 
Fortunately, this is no new indus- 
try, and well tried metheds are 
available. . ‘ 

“The supplies of home-produce 
fruits are influenced by. a number 
of factors, There are two -main 
sroups of producers, general and 
specialised. General producers are 
usually situated near a ‘consuming 


centre, and raise a variety of crops,|: 


each small in volume, which - find 


their way to local retailers or 
divees to consumers. On the other 
hand, specialist producers ‘are 


grouped together in different. areas, 
notable for the production of a 
certain class of fruit, which fin 

a market in centres remote fr 

the scene of production. Examples 
of ‘specialised « products . include 
strawberries, hot-house fruits and 
tomatocs,, though’ general pro- 
ducers have, also created a profit- 
able demand for the tomato.’ There 
is little doubt that closer co-opera- 
tion is indicated in many directions.

HOME SUPPORT FoR 
DEPARTMENT. 


Lieut.-Colonel A, Buckley, presid- 
ing over the monthly council meet- 
ing- ofthe Liverpool Chamber of 
Commerce, said that the, annual 
meeting of the Associated | Cham- 
bers, which was held in London re- 
cently, tabled a resolution asking 
the association to, condemn the Gov- 
ernment altogether for proposing to 
touch the Department of Overseas 
Trade in any way. After their last 


council meeting he wrote to the pre-|.. 


sident of the Associated Chambers, 
pointing out that he thought the re- 
solution should be modified, and 
that they should not condemn the 
Government out of hand. The re- 
sult was that the Associated Cham- 
bers’ resolution was considerably 
modified. He proposed the follow- 
ing resolution which was 
adopted ;— : 

.“The Council of the Liverpool 
Chamber of Commerce ‘desires to 
place on record its appreciation of 
the valuable services which the 
Department of Overseas Trade has 
tendered to the export trade of 
this country. 

“Whilst it desires to support the 
Government in its efforts to effect 
economy, it feels that this depart- 
ment is so necessary to the trade 
of the country that it would be in- 
advisable to curtail its activities 
to any great extent. i mrp 
‘ “Tt is of opinion that a return to 
the position which obtained before 
the establishment of the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade would be 
a mistake, and it hopes that his 
Majesty's Government will be able 
to effect economy. in administration 
without destroying the identity of 
the Department or impairing its 
efficiency.” 

. False Economy. i 

There was such a thing as false 
economy, and when trade was had 
he did not think it was the time to 
stop advertising, or to stop all the 
efforts that they mnde to stimulate 
trade, There were some economies 
that could’ be made, but the whdle 
thing would not amount to very 
much, as the whole department only 
cost £350,000 a year. Before the 
department was started the service 
was rendered through the Foreign 
Office, a rather conservative. de- 
partment, which was apt to ignore 
the Board of Trade.

NOTABLE CHANGES. 


100 YEARS OF LAW AN: 
CRIME. 


OFFICIAL CRIMINAL STATISTICS, 


In nothing has England changed 
more during the years between 1827 
and 1927 than in her criminal code 
(writes Tenriyson Jesse in the 
“Evening Standard”), Penalties 
have grown less and less severe and 
yet there is very much less crime 
nowadays than there was even in 
the ‘seventies and ‘eighties. The 
officin) Criminal Statistics ‘show 


that aince the war—though people 
pre apt to think. there has been an 
increase in crime—there has, in 
actual fret, been mich leas than 
in the yenrs just before 1914, 

Let us hope that this stuady 
amelioration throughout the cen- 
tury is due largely, or at” least 
‘partly, to the improving conscience 
of humanity, but we can at Jenat 
be certain that it is very largely 
due to increased police efficiency 
and better conditions of living. . To 
rend the statistics of a hundred 
years—even of sixty years—ago, is 
to find oncaclf projected into an 
England inevedibly savage both in 
erime and punishment. 

Denth Penalty Reform. 

In 1828 an Act was passed con- 
solidating the Jaw relating to

Jn 1845, the first year that the 
officin) criminal statistics were 
issued, the annual average of cases 
tried at Assizes and quarter Ses- 
sions was 24,303. For the four 
yeirs from 1909 to 1913 there were 
13,235 easen.. In other words, the 
one year alone of 1845 is nearly 
twice as heavy as the whole four 
years of 1909 to 1918, There was, 


‘lof course, a still greater decrease 


during the four war years, ‘only 
6;662 cases being tried altowether, 
which shows how true the old pro- 
verb is that Satan finds some mis~ 
chief still for idle handa to dol 
But since the war, since we have 
had unemployment and every kind 
of difficulty the records are still 
cheering. 1920 to 1924 only show 
n total of 8,494. So much for the 
alleged crime-wave since,the war. 
These figures do, not, of course, 


‘include cases of indictable offences 


tried at courte of sumynary juris- 
diction. 

Murder, however, remains, much 
the same year in, year out, and 
except for a sudden rise in 1876 to 
130 cases, the figures vary between 
the 40's and the 80’s for the last 
hundred years. 

As I have eaid, the decrease in 
crime must be. put’ down very 
largely to better police work, better 
conditions of living, and, Jet us 
hape, a certain change of heart. 
The chief changes that since 1827 
have been of assistance on the side

‘It ja true that inventions such 
as the telegraph and‘ motorcars 
help the criminal as well as the 
police, and are even sometimes the 
cause of new crimes; we,have only 
to think of the motor bandits to 
realise that. 

The tendency of the law during 
the period under review has been 
to protect more and! to punish 
less, The passing of the Act in 
1898, that allows the defendant to 
go into the box on his own behalf, 
so that a prisoner ia no longer 
necessarily a dumb man, and. the 
‘establishment of the. Court of 
Criminal Appeal in 1907 are both 
steps in the right direction. It al- 
most: seems—in ‘anite of the atatis- 
tics in the matters of rape, stab- 
bing, etc.—that the time has come 
to try the experiment of abolish- 
ing the death penalty altogether.’ 

The feeling of humanity revolts: 
against it more and more, and per- 
haps in a hundred years’ time ,our 
grisly paraphernalia of that little 
early morning walk, pinioning, and 
the ghastly drop will seem as in- 
credible to our descendants asthe 
wholesnle hangings for theft a hun- 
dred years ago seem to us now, 
Higher ideals of the duty, not only 
of the citizen towards the Strte, 
but also of the State towards the 
citizen, seem to have anawered s0 
well that perhaps it js not too much 
to hope that even this experiment 
might prove successful..

AUSTRALIA'S ABORIGINES. 


Sir Baldwin Spencer, the. scien- 
tist, says that the Australian 
Aborigines are dying out. 

There are 80,000 of them, ‘and 
some who have studied them be- 
leve they were never. very: much | 
more numerous than this because} 
they have always led a rather hard, 
wandering life among the, desert 
plains of Australia, and have never 
had enough food at hand to increase 
rapidly. Australla {s, and always 
has been, without great mammals, 
all the races of which flourished in 
the northern part of the globe, but 
never found’ their way to this ia- 
land continent of the south. . 

Consequently the Austcalian 
Black grew up into almost as 
strange and rare a human being as 
the animals which developed in his 
and.

There’ are, 
of course, the officials in charge of 
the likin station, who must get their 
rake off, and behind them all is a 
big man who mukee most .‘of ‘the 
money. He has probably paid a 
lump sum down to the governor of 
the province for the privilege of 
collecting the likin for a set period. 
He makes as much out of it during 
that period as he can. i 

‘It will be years before likin 
is really rooted out from the in- 
terior,” he said. “Such a rooting 
out will menn ruin and loss of 
‘face’ for many Chinese and in 
every district the mundate will. be 
bitterly. opposed. Local interest, 
unless a strong hand is taken by 
the central government, ig likely 
in the majority of cases to prevail 
over the central government's com- 
mand.

Not having extensive financial 
resources for elaborate and ‘costly 
experiments, New Zealand . has 
maintained a waiting attitude vn 
regard to wireless, though ‘the 
technical experts of the Post and 
Telegraph Department are well in 
touch with what is going forward. 

The latest developments in beam 
wireless offer a. fascinating pros- 
pect for the future, and it is the 
opinion of a well-informed au- 
thority connected with the. Postal 
Department that wireless brond- 
casting may improve so rapidly 
that relaying of English pro- 
grammes may soon become a real 
factor. .Then the average man 
who so far has not troubled. to 
“listen in to local programmes 
will inatall a wireless receiving set 
to participate in the broadcasting 
services of international import- 
ance available. ‘ 

1,000 ‘Words of News. 

New Zealand is profiting daily 
from the broadcasting programme 
of the British official station at 
Rugby. Three times a day this 
atation senda out a news bulletin 
which is picked up efficiently by 
the Awrrua station near Inverear- 
gill. These messages sometimes 
run to a thousand worde, and what 
is of New Zealand interest is dis- 
tributed to the Dominion Press. 
The difficulties experienced by 
Awarua in picking up this daily 
bulletii have been comparatively 
slicht. ; 

Will beam wireless prove a com- 
petiter’ to the cable service? 
There is na complaint of slowness 
of communication with Britain, 
the present volume of messages 
heinu far from equal to the enpi- 
city of the cables; hut where wire- 
less may make an inroad is in 
cheap working, and consequent re-| 
duction, of rates. 

New Zealand representatives on 
the standing committee on Imperial 
wireless services—anpointed to ad- 
vise on matters arising out of the 
conduct of the Imperial wireless 
service between Great Britain and 
Canada, Australia and South Africa 
—are Sir James Parr, (High Com- 
missioner) and Mr, John Milward, 
late manager in the Pacific for the 
Pacific Cable Board. 


_ LIFTING A FLY. 

It has been estimated that the 
total energy collected by the aver- 
nge, wireless acrial over a period 
of 40 years is only just sufficient 
to lift a fly one inch. 

This amazing fact brings home 
the wonder of wireless reception 
when consideration is given to the 
volume of music that can be re- 
ceived from. the negligible energy 
fn an aerial, 

Another instance of the tremen- 
dous economy of energy that is a 
feature of wireless has been sup- 
plied to us by a wireless exverimen- 
ter using. Mullard P.M. Valves who 
with only the equivalent energy of 
an ordinary flash lamp battery es- 
tablished two-way - communication 
with a fellow experimenter. 

The actual. energy consumed 
amounted to leas than one-thou- 
sandth of a watt per mile. ~ 


ESPERANTO ON WIRELESS. 


Vienna, June 1. 

On June 6 the Seventh Austrian 
Esperanto Conference will be held 
here. The Education Ministry 
has opened a number. of Esperanto 
courses free of charge at the 
elementary schoola, lyceums, and 
commercial academies. 

An exhibition has been opened 
showing the progress of Esperanto, 
by, broadcasting, and other means. 
Witle in 1922 it was sent out only 
by two Radio atations. in 1924 
seventeen countrics did so, and 
this year thirty-one have used it. 
The Australian Broadcasting Com- 
pany intends to open a new Es- 
peranto course for beginners, and 
to send the most interesting news 
abroad in Esperanto once 2 week.
